Revised Laws, chavter 299, as anenaed by sue of 
1951, chapter 203, section 58, provides (sections 4 and 6) _ 
that pailronaa obtain consent to cross'a highway at grade and 
that no highway shall be laid out oronstructed to cross a _ 
railroad at grade without like consent, 


The railroad's title is an easement for railroad 
purposes and the State's title is an easement for highway 
nurzoses, The reletive duties of the State and railroad 
in the construction and use of their rights over this cross- 
ing havebeen clearly set out by Public. Utilities Commission 
Order io. 61&6 of November 6, 1952, 


No reason ie perceived why a continuous layout 
across the railroad tracks as returned. and filed should not 
renain, 


If emendation is required, it should be confined 
only to an amendment reducing the taking to a taking of 40 
feet on the west side of the center line Northerly from op- 


posite etation 108 to the Northwesterly line of the railroad's . Te ee 
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right of way.
